FLIGHT PROGRAM JEOPARDIZED 


Since June 22, 1962 the Scandi¬ 
navian Centre has completed 28 
charter flights to Scandinavia and 
this, in my opinion, is very impres¬ 
sive. For 1970 the Board of Direc¬ 
tors have undertaken an even more 
ambitious flight program than in 
the past years with a flight to the 
World’s Fair in Japan. To fill these 
four flights I believe the flight or¬ 
ganizers will have to work very 
hard. 

Just recently, however, we learn¬ 
ed that one of our own ethnic 
groups, within the Scandinavian 
Centre, namely the Danish Society 
of Edmonton has a charter flight 
scheduled to Scandinavia for 1970. 
It departs from Edmonton on ap¬ 
proximately the same day as our 
Flight No. 31, with the same destin¬ 
ation — Copenhagen; and to be real 
competitive it is slightly cheaper 
than ours. Although I agree that 


competition is good in our modem 
society I do not believe that we at 
the Scandinavian Centre need any 
competition from one of our own 
charter member groups. I believe 
this is disloyalty and in direct con¬ 
flict with the interest of the Scan¬ 
dinavian Centre. This I am sure is 
not very gratifying to the people 
who have served faithfully and 
given so much, of their time to the 
Scandinavian Centre since its in¬ 
ception on April 28, 1954. 

If an expansion program for the 
Scandinavian Centre is to become 
a reality, we must all work together 
in harmony and not as individual 
segments of the association working 
for their own benefit.

SWEDEN'S NEXT PREMIER 


Olof Palme, Sweden’s 42-year-old 
minister of education, has been 
elected the new leader of the So¬ 
cial Democratic Party. 

He is Sweden’s next premier. 

Palme succeeds Tage Erlander, 
who is retiring as party leader and 
premier after 23 years in office. 
Erlander, a father figure in Sweden 
was given a warm farewell by the 
delegates to the party congress. 

The question will be whether, 
under Palme, the Social Democrats 
can hold their dominant position. 
In the last election, a year ago, 
Erlander led the party to its great¬ 
est victory, winning a majority of 
the partliamentary seats. 

CONTRARY PERSONALITIES 

The two men could hardly be 
more different as political person¬ 
alities. 

Erlander is tall, bald, with a 
shambling walk and a simple, al¬ 
most rural, manner. He is shrewd 
and often extremely funny as a 
speaker, giving the politically re¬ 
assuring impression of a foxy grand¬ 
pa. 

Palme is slight in build, with 
short blond hair that still gives 
him a collegiate look. He speaks 
more formally — some Swedes say 
academically — and seems to find 
it not easy to be folksy. 


EX-ERLANDER ASSISTANT 

*He was for some year Erlan- 
der’s personal secretary and assist¬ 
ant, and is regarded as his protege. 
He has been a minister in the gov¬ 
ernment for the last six years. 

In Sweden, Palme is best known 
for pushing a policy of greater so¬ 
cial and economic equality, even 
at the expense of higher taxation. 
Sweden is already said to have the 
highest taxes in the wbrld. 

NO WORRIES 

“If my successor does as well as 
he says I have done, then Sweden 
has no worries,” said the 67-year- 
old leader who decided last year 
to give way to the younger man he 
brought into government. 

Palme may make Sweden happy, 
but there was nothing in what he 
said recently that will elate the 
United States government. He was 
again critical of American policy in 
Vietnam and defended the party’s 
decision to give North Vietnam 
more than $40,000,000 in economic 
aid. 

At a news conference, Palme 
said that if opposition to the war 
made him anti-American “then you 
have a lot of anti-Americans in 
America.” He said if the issue arose 
he would join again with a North 
Vietnamese amabassador in a protest 
march, as he did last year.

A short, but enjoyable, informa¬ 
tive and busy one month visit in 
Sweden can add up to many things. 
This was begun by being met with 
open arms by our Vasa member 
Elsa Fleetwood and a school friend 
of mine that I had not seen since 
1926. This is not saying I was bom 
in Sweden, even though I had a 
few years schooling there. 

My first evening was spent with 
the Fleetwoods at their beautiful 
and serene summer cottage, just a 
short distance from centre of Stock¬ 
holm. This not being the only sum¬ 
mer cottage I had the pleasure to 
visit, but they all have that very 
homey and contented atmosphere. 

As I travelled through Sweden 
I was awed' by the vast number of 
changes in the past five years, es¬ 
pecially in Stockholm with its new 
roads and routes for right hand 
traffic. 

From there I left for Rosersberg 
and visited Sigtuna ruins and Lake 
Malaren on my way to Djuras, Da- 
lama. You will find changes there, 
the same as here; where service 
is cut in travel for the public in 
many places, therefore, I was met 
in Borlange, by a friend of many 
Albertans, Kristine Holmgren. There 
I enjoyed a short, but quiet and 
beautiful two days, with a visit to 
the much talked about Buffils Anna 
in Siljansnas, for coffee. There you 
have an -exotic view of Siljan that 
almost takes your breath away. 

I then travelled to Harnosand, 
Kramfors and Solleftea, being a 
guest of Calle Pahlins — again find¬ 
ing new places of beauty. In Nor- 
dingra, I saw and smelled for the 
first time, the much talked about 
“Surstromming” being canned. 

After this, I enjoyed Vasa activi¬ 
ties and acquaintances for almost 
a week. I left for Tranas where a 
very actiye Vasa member, none 
other than Emy Aleryd met me. I 
was welcomed by Tranan Lodge 
with flowers being placed in my 
hotel room. I witnessed for the 
first time a most stately and per¬ 
fect initiation and meeting in the 
Vasa Order, by Tranan Lodge No. 
688 . 

This should leave a most im¬ 
pressive feeling for new members 
that enter the lodge room for the 
the first time. After witnessing such 
a display one can really appreciate 
D. M. Karl-G. Widen’s message in 
the Vasa Star, where he states his 
goal — to maintain this standard of 
dignity and impressiveness. 

Our enjoyable evening ended 
with thoughts of leaving the next 
morning for Stockholm, to partake 
in the Swedish American Day, 
which was most successful. This was 
a beautiful day on Skansen, with 
music and song and the presenta¬ 
tion of the honored Swedish Ameri¬ 
can, Dr. Nils Olsson. 

In the afternoon, Fleetwood’s 
home was open for coffee to Vasa 
members to meet Dr. and Mrs. f N. 
Olsson. The evening ended with 
a banquet and dance at “Stallma- 
stargarden”, a very promient res¬ 
taurant in Stockholm. During these 
two days, I met Sweden’s two Dis¬ 
trict Masters and many prominent 
Vasa members. 


We then returned • to Tranas, 
where there was a different Swedish 
American Day arranged for August 
the 6th. The undertaking was by 
Tranan Lodge No. 688. For being 
a new lodge and tbeir first in 
such a venture they can be justly 
proud and should be greatly com¬ 
mended on such an undertaking. 
The early evening was arranged at 
the park with folk dancing, music 
and greetings from various Vasa 
members, with the Swedish Council 
General of New York, Tore Tall- 
roth, being the speaker. The evening 
ended with a lovely banquet at 
Stadshotellet, which was catered by 
a Vasa member, G- Viklund. They 
also presented us with books of 
their famous lake “Sommen”, and 
had made arrangements for a tour 
of Sweden’s biggest tannery or 
“Skinnberederi”. This was informa¬ 
tive, to see the process of dried 
skins or pelts from any lands, and 
made you also realize the value of 
our fur coats. We then went to see 
the Saby Church from the 12th 
century that has been kept up and 
treasured, which seems to be a great 
trend in Sweden. An organ had 
just been placed in that church in 
1969, of which they are justly 
proud. This was also verified by a 
choir from England, that had used 
it the night before. The completed 
part of their museum, containing 
ancient furnishings and pictures of 
travel to America by the early 
pioneers, was opened for us. An 
item that caught my eye with ama¬ 
zement, was a write up in their 
scrap' albums on organs. Here I see 
the heading of Edmonton, Alberta, 
about the organ located at the Uni¬ 
versity of Edmonton, that was start¬ 
ed in honor of the first war veterans 
and completed in 1947. The D.M. 
of Southern Sweden took a slide of 
this and sent it to me. 

After the first few days of activity 
in Tranas I was guest of G. Viklund 
and Emy Aleryd before leaving for 
Perstorp and Malmo in Southern 
Sweden. Br. G. Viklund also had 
me as an honored guest at the 
Rotary clubs luncheon at Stadsho¬ 
tellet. If any one knows Herman 
Viklund from High Prairie, extend 
greetings to him from his brother 
G. Viklund in Sweden. 

The warmn and dry days of 
southern Sweden came to an end 
as I ventured north to visit rela¬ 
tives in Umea and Angermanland, 
etc. You have all read of the warm 
and dry summer Sweden has ev- 
perienced. This was perfect for the 
tourist but nature suffered, especial¬ 
ly in the south. It would have been 
most refreshing with a rain shower 
or two. As I ventured north the 
forest and grass became fresher and 
greener. It was there I was able 
to view the vast dam and the mak¬ 
ings of Sweden’s biggest, in fact, it 
might be Europe’s largest man made 
lake. 

So ended my travels of Sweden 
as I took a plane from Umea to 
Arlanda for my journey home.

OSLO — Sonja Henie, 56, ice- 
skating queen and film star, died 
Oct. 12 on an ambulance plane fly¬ 
ing from Paris to Oslo, Norway. 

Her shipowner husband, Niels 
Onstad, said that she ‘just slept 
away’ half-way through the two- 
hour flight. 

Dr. Torjus Moe, the family medi¬ 
cal adviser, said Miss Henie had 
been suffering from leukemia for 
the last nine months. 

Onstad, her third husband, said 
Sonja had been ill for some months, 
although she continued her social 
activities and the direction of the 
art museum the couple had pre¬ 
sented to Norway. 

SUDDENLY MUCH WORSE 

“While we were in Paris she sud¬ 
denly became much worse and she 
was examined by a doctor.” 

“On his advice, I arranged an 
ambulance plane to take her home 
to Oslo. We had been flying for 
only an hour and she just slept 
away.” 

After winning fame as a figure 
skater — she became world cham¬ 
pion in 1927 and kept the title for 
nine years — Miss Henie went to 
Hollywood and won wider fame as 
star of a series of romantic films. 

Often with a winter sports set¬ 
ting, they made full use of her 
skating ability as well as her blonde, 
Nordic good looks. 

A native of Oslo, she became a 
United States citizen in 1941, 15 
months after her first marriage, to 
American millionaire sportsman Don 
Topping. z 

MONEY ROLLS IN 

After the glamorous Norwegian 
turned professional, money rolled 
in. 

She married three wealthy men. 
Her third husband, Onstad, intro¬ 
duced her to art collecting. To¬ 
gether, they gave Norway $3,500,- 
000 for an art museum and 250 of 
their paintings. The donation was 
described as the largest private one 
ever made in Norway. 

Miss Henie was born in Oslo 
April 8, 1913. Her career on ice 
began when she received skates 
as a Christmas gift when she was 
eight years old. One year later she 
won Oslo’s junior skating cham¬ 
pionship. At 11 she won the Norwe¬ 
gian championship and that year 
competed in her first Olympics and 
finished last. 

Determined to win greater titles, 


the girl practised as much as seven 
hours a day. Her father Wilhelm, 
financed lessons with teachers in 
Germany, England, Switzerland and 
Austria. To develop her sense of 
rhythm, she studied ballet in Lon¬ 
don. 

CAPTIVATED CROWD 

When she won her first world 
figure skating championship in 
1927, she captivated the crowd as 
she glided out on the ice wearing 
a white silk and ermine costume 
with an abbreviated skirt. She skat¬ 
ed with a dimpled smile working 
full force. She dramatized every 
figure like a ballet dancer, with the 
tilt of her head and swing of her 
free leg. It was a netv and exciting 
style and she soon had imitators. 

New titles came in quick succes¬ 
sion. She won her first Olympics 
title in 1928 and again in 1932 and 
1936. Beginning in 1929 she won 
the European championship and 
continued winning it each year 
through 1936. 


TURNS PRO 

After the 1936 Olympics she an¬ 
nounced she was going professional. 

Miss Henie and Darryl Zanuck, 
the film producer, got together on 
a deal that made both her and the 
studio millions. Her films were re¬ 
ported to have grossed $25,000,000. 

Her movie career began in 1937 
with One in a Million and after 
that she starred in such pictures 
as Thin Ice, My Lucky Star and 
Sim Valley Serenade. 

Miss Henie married Topping iru 
Chicago July 4, 1940. They were 
divorced in February, 1946. Her 
second husband was Winthrop 
Gardiner Jr., scion of an old Ameri¬ 
can family. They were married in 
New York Sept. 15, 1949, and di¬ 
vorced in May, 1956. 

Her marriage to Onstad took 
place in New York June 9, 1956.

. . . executing forward spiral 
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Scandinavian History and Culture Probed 


THE FIRST OF TWO DISCUS¬ 
SION ON THE NORWEGIAN 
PROGRAM, RADIO CKUA, OCT. 
5TH 1969. 

MR. SVEEN: : 

I have felt for many years that 
Scandinavians as a people have 
lacked appreciation' for their heri¬ 
tage, The only thing most know 
about Norway is that it has fjords 
and mountains, and that the peo¬ 
ple eat fish. They may also know 
that somewhere, sometime in the 
past, (but they are vague about 
just when) that there were Vikings; 
these they think of as a people 
who sailed peculiar looking ships 
and were feared as fierce men. I 
was bom and raised in Norway and 
happen to know that there are over 
200 volumes of Saga literature 
alone, plus museums full of ships, 
tools, weapons, jewelry, also burial 
mounds, rock-carvings, and stones 
telling stories in the rune writing. 

I have here with me Dr. Tom 
Nelson, from the University of Al¬ 
berta. He is of Scandinavian de¬ 
scent, and has been studying the 
culture of the Northmen. Because 
he is a psychologist he has been 
particularly curious about the men¬ 
tality and behaviour of our ances¬ 
tors. Dr. Nelson, do you think that 
the old Scandinavian culture is 
properly appreciated? 

DR. NELSON: 

I am siue it is not. This culture 
was hostile to other cultures in Eu¬ 
rope, Asia and Africa. For centuries 
anywhere it came in contact with 
Christianity, it threatened the Chris¬ 
tian faith and made life all but in¬ 
tolerable for those Christians it 
could reach in force. 

To expand on this a bit, one of 
the earlier colonial ventures was 
made by Turgeis who came from 
what is now Norway shortly before 
the year 840. He appears to have 
developed a pronounced dislike of 
the Irish Church and in so doing 
earned himself a lasting reputation 
for evil in Irish histories. From that 
we know he systematically occupied 
monasteries, churches and abbeys 
throughout the island and in so do¬ 
ing dispersed and enslaved monks 
and others in service there. Tur¬ 
geis, we are told, then replaced the 
Christian rituals with others along 
the Scandinavian model. It appears 
that he sometimes or frequently re¬ 
placed priests with Volvo’s. “Volvo” 
was the name given priestesses serv¬ 
ing the northern religion. This par- 
ticularily enraged and frightened 
those who recorded the events, since 
of course they were always church¬ 
men. No one else during those days 
was literate enough to do the writ¬ 
ing. Incidentally, this is probably 
where the Swedish car gets its 
name. Volvo can “oracle” or “sibyl” 
and the company apparently thinks 
of the Volvo as a car that fore¬ 
tells the future. 

It is not difficult to surmise why 
little kindly is said about the 
Northmen from these sources and 
they unfortunately constitute our 
main knowledge of old Scandinavia. 
It may help one to understand why 
so usually able a historian as Wins¬ 
ton Churchill, does not come to 
grips with the Viking movement. 
Churchill attempts to dismiss it in 
a few paragraphs as a type of 
piracy and nuisance and in so doing 
overlooks the fact that almost all 
of the island was resettled by 
Scandinavians during the Viking 
period. The English as a result 
have a strong debt both through 
heredity and culture to Scandinavia. 
They would not be as they are 
now in dozens of ways of impor¬ 


tance. Perhaps someday we will 
have time to mention the origin 
even of English places and city 
names. 

The same is also true for France, 
Germany and large portions of 
Italy and Spain. But in the latter 
instance, the debt, while it also 
came through conquest, somewhat 
precedes the Viking age proper. 

Christopher Dawson in his book 
called “The Making of Europe” 
confirms your suspicions. He says 
that the people of Scandinavia pro¬ 
duced the greatest literature of its 
kind in Medieval Europe and pos¬ 
sessed a very high culture. He says 
that the Vikings brought new life 
and energy into the somewhat ane¬ 
mic and artificial civilizations of 
the Latin world/ He also points 
out that the descendents of Vikings 
in these countries were the teachers 
and organizers of Western expan¬ 
sion occurring after the close of 
the Viking age. 

MR. SVEEN: 

In the last few minutes we have 
been mentioning the word “cul¬ 
ture” several times. What is your 
definition of “culture”? 

DR. NELSON: 

“Culture” is both a technical 
word and a word of general every¬ 
day use. It may be confusing for 
this reason. I am not using it as 
a sociologist, anthropologist or a 
social psychologist might, but in 
one of the everyday senses. Gen¬ 
erally culture means an improving 
or developing which is the result of 
training, discipline or refining, due 
to human effort. Thus we have 
“agriculture” which is the human 
activity which provides growing 
conditions beneficial to certain 
plants. In “technical culture” we 
find building practices which result 
in roads, preservation of foods, 
making of clothes, provision of clean 
water, shipbuilding, etc. At a pure¬ 
ly human level we talk of a “cul¬ 
ture” as the cultivation or produc¬ 
tion of definite habits of living, as 
patterns of attitudes and beliefs, 
and also the characteristic ways of 
solving problems and thinking by 
the group in question. Every natural 
human group has a culture, other¬ 
wise we could not distinguish them 
as a group. 

MR. SVEEN: 

This, then, does not agree with 
the idea that the Northman was a 
Barbarian, lacking culture? 

DR. NELSON: 

Oh, I would not say that exactly. 
We sometimes also speak of persons 
of our own culture as being “un¬ 
cultured”, don’t we? Words are 
tricky because they can have more- 
than one meaning. What is meant 
by critics of the pagan Vikings is 
that they lacked THEIR culture: 
they were not Christians, wore dif¬ 
ferent clothes, could tolerate rude 
living conditions, lacked libraries 
and so forth. It would probably be 
less confusing if critics would say 
that the Northmen did not meet 
some of their specific standards. 
They, of course, would not meet 
many of our standards today either. 
But anyone who came in contact 
with them found out that they were 
surely opposing a very advanced 
culture when it came to exploration 
and settlement. In fact it took hun¬ 
dreds of years for Southern Europe 
to come to grips with the Northmen, 
and often they were only successful 
because enough Northmen were 
finally settled there to make an 
effective cultural force against new 
waves from the north. 

The eventual merging of the 
Scandinavian settlers in the societies 


they conquered, and the final loss 
of much of it’s cultural indepen¬ 
dence when the Scandinavian be¬ 
came, in time, just an outlaying 
province of Germanic Christendom, 
hides the ancestral mentality from 
us. 

MR. SVEEN: 

Is there • anything special about 
the Northmen culture besides war? 
DR. NELSON: 

Uncovering of the earlier men¬ 
tality is of course what this series 
is about. There is much more to be 
understood of the Northmen than 
exploits of war which are the only 
things mentioned. The first idea 
that must be dispensed with is the 
notion that the Northmen were peo¬ 
ple living in a formless society 
without heritage. Nothing is further 
from the bald truth. The fact that 
for a period of several hundred 
years they administrated to virtually 
all of the British Islands, the west¬ 
ern coast of Europe proper, all peo¬ 
ples living along most of the major 
waterways of European Russia and 
for a time colonized parts of North 
America, should warn us that we 
are considering a people represent¬ 
ing a superior culture. This should 
be particularly evident when we 
consider that they repeatedly and 
successfully contested the sovereign¬ 
ties of well established and com¬ 
paratively large kingdoms using only 
small numbers of men. 

The remnants of the eastern Ro¬ 
man Empire was swept away and 
destroyed by hoards of invading 
Mongols. The destruction of a cul¬ 
ture by superior numbers is easy 
to understand. But the Western 
portion was disassembled repeatedly 
and then rebuilt by cultures from 
the North, always having limited 
manpower and material resources at 
its disposal. This primary insuffici¬ 
ency of men and materials was not 
fatal for many years however, since 
it was offset by exceptionally well 
defined and effective systems of be¬ 
lief and habits of living and prob¬ 
lem solvin’g. 

MR. SVEEN: 

I think this too, but where do 
we go from there? What next? 

DR. NELSON: 

It would seem to me that the 
extent of the migratory movements 
from the Scandinavian Peninsula 
should be made known to those in¬ 
terested. What we are dealing with 
here is no flash in the pan Viking 
raid but a continuing re-colonization 
of Europe spread over at least 1,000 
years. We should also try to present 
some information regarding their 
technical achievements. These are 
noteworthy. And, we might also try 
to create a true impiession of their 
culture by considering their com¬ 
mon sayings, wisdom, education, 
procedures and laws. It may be of 
value to describe ways in which 
the society was organized and how 
they conducted business, farming, 
politics and war. Finally we should 
learn about their religion. It is re¬ 
garded as one of the mainsprings 
driving the culture. It decided what 
the individual ought to aspire to¬ 
ward and described the basic real¬ 
ities thought to be governing the 
world. 

There* is ample information for 
this. Some of it comes from archa¬ 
eological investigations. Fortunately 
much of it can be gleaned from 
the older literature known as the 
“Eddas”. The Edda’s are wisdom 
put in the form of poems. Much of

this came from the area known now 
as Sweden. Most of the rest we 
get from the saga literatue. Saga 
literature is made up of longer 
stories, includes some poetry writ¬ 
ten in the older literature. This 
comes primarily from Norway, Den¬ 
mark and Iceland.' 

In conclusion we might put a 
little meat on the bones by quoting 
from Vigfusson’s the Poetry of the 
Old Northern Tongue. The quote 
is near the beginning of an Edda 
poem in which the Volvo is answer¬ 
ing questions about the origin of 
the world and Aesir; (The Aesir 
are the group Northern’s literature 
says, all Scandinavians have sprung 
from). 

The translation lacks the beauty 
of that in the original language, 
because the powerful rhyming is 
lost. Also the material doubtless re¬ 
flects some later reworking from 
Christian perspective as does much 
of the early Scandinavian literature. 
Most of it was put in written form 
after the close of the Viking age 
and dining the early years of the 
conversion to Christianity. This must 
always be kept in mind when read¬ 
ing the literature and is the bane 
of the scholars. On the other hand, 
if it were not for the Christian writ¬ 
ers, our information would be sparse 
indeed.
